Claims 1-1 1 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a 

pixilated scintillator array for a imaging system comprising: a plurality of scintillator 
pixels wherein each the scintillator pixel comprises a third layer covering a second 
reflective metal layer, the third layer formed from a barrier coating as claimed. 

Claims 12-18 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a 
computed tomography imaging system comprising: a pixilated scintillator array for a 
imaging system wherein each the scintillator pixel comprises a third layer covering a 
second reflective metal layer, the third layer formed from a barrier coating as claimed. 

Claims 19-24 are allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a 
method of making a scintillator array comprising providing a pixilated scintillator array 
for a imaging system, the scintillator array's each scintillator pixel comprising a third 
layer covering a second reflective metal layer, the third layer formed from a barrier 
coating as claimed.
